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TURKEY YIELDS TO 
ITALTSDEMANDS 

Terms of Peace Finally Agreed 
Upon 

After months of diplomatic strife for 
better terms, Turkey has surrendered 
and the Ottoman and Italian plenipo¬ 
tentiaries signed the protocol of a 
peace treaty, which ends the war be¬ 
tween Italy and Turkey, and, inciden¬ 
tally, relieves the Ottoman Empire 
of a crushing handicap in the forth¬ 
coming struggle in the Balkans. 

The treaty will provide for Absolute 
sovereignty of Italy in Lybia, without 
formal recognition there of Italy by 
Turkey; free exercise of religious au¬ 
thority by the Khalif; Turkey to 
withdraw her regular troops from Ly¬ 
bia; Italy to pay an indemnity equiv¬ 
alent to Lybia’s contributions to the 
Ottoman treasury; restitution of the 
captured islands to Turkey, with 
guarantees for the Christian peoples; 
no indemnity payable by either side 
toward the cost of the war, and re¬ 
establishment of former diplomatic 
and commercial relations. 

During the last week there has been 
doubt as to whether the war, which 
has lasted for more than a year, would 
be brought to an end. Italy’s time 
limit for the conclusion of peace px 
pired on October 12th, but on that day 
she granted three days’grace t< mi 
kev to decide whether it should be 
peace or a continuance of the war. 

Italy declared war against 'i urae 
on September 29, 1911, and ^rn— 
Invaded Tripoli. A blockade of the 
. coast of Tripoli and Cyrenaica was be¬ 
gun by the Italian fleet. Various coast 
towns were bombarded, and in a naval 
battle many of the Turkish ships were 
crippled. Several engagements have 
occurred between the Italian troops 
and the Turks and their Arab allies, 
with large losses on both sides. The 
coast is now held by Italy, while the 
Turks and Arabs occupy the interior. 

TURKEYlUFFERS 
HEAVY LOSS 


Montenegrins Said to Have 
Captured 10,000 

The Ottoman Government has de¬ 
cided to recall the Turkish Ministers 
from Athens, Sofia and Belgrade. 

A great Montenegrin vi dory over 
the Turkish troops has been an¬ 
nounced bx Prince Peter of Montene¬ 
gro in a telegram to his former tutor 
at Heidelberg, Germany. The dis¬ 
patch was worded : “Glorious victory. 
Ten thousand Turks with artillery 
captured.” 

The Turkish town of Tushi has sur¬ 
rendered to the Montenegrins. This 
opens the way to Scutari, where 
Turkish forces are said to be concen¬ 
trating and on which the Montene¬ 
grin troops are advancing. After a 
heavy bombardment the Montenegrin 
infantry prepared to assault Tuslil 
under cover of the artillery. A Turk¬ 
ish officer bearing a white flag ap¬ 
peared and unconditionally surren¬ 
dered the garrison to Crown Prince 
Danilo. Several guns were found in 
the defense works all badly damaged 
by the Montenegrin fire. The spoils 
included eight machine guns and 7000 
Mauser rifles. The captured garrison 
numbered 3000 regulars. 

It is officially announced that 3600 
Turks were captured at Tushi. King 
Nicholas, who has been watching the 
engagement, entered the fort and 
hoisted the Montenegrin flag. The to¬ 
tal losses on both sides are given offi¬ 
cially as 1442 killed or wounded, of 
which 650 were Turkish soldiers. 


Charles Brown, a Roosevelt sup¬ 
porter, was shot a few days ago In 
Cleveland, Ohio, by a fanatic, who 
was apparently celebrating the shoot¬ 
ing of Colonel Roosevelt. Brown had 
purchased a paper from a newsboy 
who cried out the news of the shoot¬ 
ing, when a man standing a few feet 
distant drew a revolver, and shout¬ 
ing, “Hurrah!” fired two shots, one of 
which struck Brown. Brown col¬ 
lapsed and the shooter escaped. His 
wound is not serious. 


Fire, which originated from an un¬ 
known cause, has burned over 2000 
acres in Trout meadows, between Lit¬ 
tle and Big Kern rivers, in the Se¬ 
quoia forest, despite the frenzied 
work of nearly a score of rangers.

WANTS DETENTION 
HOME FOR WOMEN 


Project Submitted to S. F. 
Welfare Committee 

J. M. Maguire, Superintendent of 
the Municipal Clinic, of San Fran¬ 
cisco, told the Public Welfare Com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors re¬ 
cently about the need of establishing 
a rescue and detention home, to which 
women accused for the first time of 
various offenses could be sent. He 
proposed that a non-sectarian com¬ 
mittee of men be appointed by the 
Mayor, with the Chief of Police as its 
chairman, and that this committee 
manage and raise funds for the insti¬ 
tution, the expenses of which would 
amount to between $700 and $1000 a 
month. Miss Sweeney, a social work¬ 
er in the Police Courts, said that the 
first offenders among women could be 
kept at the Juvenile Detention Home 
If they were separated from the chil¬ 
dren there and had an extra matron 
employed to guard them. She stated 
that very few of the girls in the Bar¬ 
bary Coast were desirous of being re¬ 
formed—perhaps one in forty or fifty. 
Most of them were there because the#' 
had to leave home through their par¬ 
ents being divorced or on account 
of unfortunate home conditions, and 
because they could not earn more 
than $5 or $6 a week when they got 
employment. In their immoral life 
money came to them quite easily and 
they formed indolent habits. She said 
that some of the women in the Bar¬ 
bary Coast were supporting their chil¬ 
dren at home, and others were also 
maintaining their mothers or other 
relatives. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


Three Germans have invented a ma¬ 
chine which digests vegetables like a 
cow and gives chemical milk. Sir 
William Crookes, the scientist, tasted 
some of the milk and said he liked It. 

An apparently decisive blow at tha 
system of “picketing” during strikes 
has been struck by a ruling just hand 
ed down by the Supreme Court of 
Judicature in Berlin, validating a po¬ 
lice device to deal with the system 
Peaceful picketing in itself is permis¬ 
sible and cannot be punished. A police 
regulation, however, making any per¬ 
son who neglects to observe the or¬ 
ders of police officers engaged in 
maintaining order in the streets crim¬ 
inally liable is perfectly legal, accord 
ing to this decision, and the pickets 
who refuse to move on when so di¬ 
rected may be arrested and fined. The 
picket, according to this curious de¬ 
cision, is therefore entitled to take up 
his post near the establishment on 
strike, but may be arrested if "he 
doesn’t leave when ordered.

Does 
San Francisco’s equal it? Has Han 
Francisco a past of honesty and effi¬ 
ciency in the conduct of its own affairs 
that would cause Han Mateo to resign 
its adinisistration with the surety that 
it would be bettered ? 

Let San M ateo pass its good roads 
bonds and enjoy the prosperity which 
will come to it partly thru the short¬ 
sighted policy and criminal neglect of 
its outskirts by Han Francisco.

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APPROVAL GIVEN 
TO CONSOLIDATION 
AMENDMENT 


The campaign in favor of Amend¬ 
ment No. 6, which is the consolida¬ 
tion amendment to be voted on at the 
coming general election is eliciting 
a daily increased support, according 
to the campaign committee of the 
Greater San Francisco Association. 

Meetings are being held nightly in 
the neighboring counties to San Fran¬ 
cisco and within a few days itinera¬ 
ries will be announced for a corps of 
speakers who will tour the interior 
parts of the state. 

The Civic League of Improvement 
Clubs is the latest public body to en¬ 
dorse the consolidation amendment. 
The San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors already have put their 
seal of approval on the measure and 
the addition of the Civic League 
brings into the list of supporters 
seventy-two improvement clubs and 
civic organizations in the city of San 
Francisco. 

Refutation of misrepresentations re¬ 
garding San Francisco bonded indebt¬ 
edness has been made on evidence taken 
direct from the State Controller’s re¬ 
port. The opponents of the amend¬ 
ment have been attempting to make 
capital by declaring that San Francis¬ 
co has already issued bonds in excess 
of the legal limit and the purpose of 
the consolidation plan is to enable 
San Francisco to saddle its debts upon 
its neighbors. Here is the reply given 
out by the Greater San Francisco As¬ 
sociation: The State Controller’s re¬ 
port actually says: 

“Since 1904, San Francisco, which at 
that time was out of debt, has voted 
no less than $8)1,594,000of public bonds. 
Of this sum $9,046,000 was cancelled 
and $2,744,000 has been redeemed, 
leaving a net amount of $71,774,000. 
But after allowing for the amount in 
sinking funds, only $18,301,069.86 is 
outstanding and a charge against tax¬ 
payers. San Francisco has, therefore, 
approximately $53,000,000 of bonds 
which have been voted but not sold 
and most of which no attempt has 
been made to issue. The greater part 
of this vast sum is represented by the 
$46,000,000 bond issue for the Hetch 
Hetchy water supply.” 

The same report gives San Francis¬ 
co’s assessed valuation as $545,0e4,347 
and it is privileged to issue bonds to 
the extent of 15 percent of this sum it 
has not yet reached the limit of its 
borrowing power even if all the bonds 
authorized had been sold. 

As to San Francisco’s ability to 
“saddle” any of its debts upon any of 
the bay cities in case of consolidation, 
the amendment clearly states, provi¬ 
sion shall be made for the payment of 
all outstanding bonds of such munici¬ 
palities repectively by taxes levied 
only upon the property assessable 
therefore and situate at the time of 
such levy within the territory of such 
municipalities respectively as such 
territory existed at the time of con¬ 
solidation. 

San Francisco must pay its out¬ 
standing indebtedness itself and can 
not possibly shift that burden to any 
community consolidated with it. 
As for bonds authorized but not is¬ 
sued, such as the Hetch Hetchy issue, 
it is clear they are not a liability until 
sold any more than a check written 
but left in the checkbook is a liability 
until the drawer of the check receives 
the money it calls for. 

Should the Hetch Hetchy issue be 
unsold at the time of consolidation, it 
will of course be necessary to provide 
fot its approval by the new city and 
county and for an equitable distribu¬ 
tion of the charges according to the 
benefit received from the water sup¬ 
ply by each community. As the 
charges on the water supply bonds 
will be met from the water rents, that 
bond issue need not enter into the dis¬ 
cussion as a great prospective liability. 
The charter to be adopted would pro¬ 
vide, probably, for their re-issue and 
that charter must be .approved by 
every unit of the consolidated city and 
county.

RACETRACK CAMELING 


(By Franklin Hichborn.) 

The persistency with which the 
beneficiaries of racetrack gambling in¬ 
sist upon doing what public sentiment 
declares they shall not do, is worthy 
of a better cause. 

Having lost in the legislature, hav¬ 
ing lost in the courts, the gamblers 
now attempt through deception to get 
a ruling from The People that shall tie 
not only the hands of the courts, but 
of the legislature also and leave the 
gamblers free to do pretty much as 
they please. 

bnder the present law—which by 
their initiated measure the gamblers 
seek to nullify—resumption of race¬ 
track gambling means that those re¬ 
sponsible will go to jail. 

But the statute outlawing racetrack 
gambling went on the statute books 
only after years of sucessful opposition 
on the part of the gamblers. 

The large cities first felt the pinch 
of the racetrack gambling evil. Both 
San Francisco and Los Angeles ban¬ 
ished racetrack gambling from their 
borders. 

At Los Angeles, the gamblers mov¬ 
ed across the city boundary and re¬ 
sumed operation. Los Angeles there¬ 
upon reached the gamblers by extend¬ 
ing her city limits to take them in. 
The gamblers moved again, only to be 
followed up by extension of city limits. 

In Northern California, the gamb¬ 
lers entrenched themselves in a muni¬ 
cipality of their own at Emeryville in 
Alameda county. 

Emeryville was a gamblers’ town. 
Gamblers or their associates sat in the 
town council, similar characters serv¬ 
ed as mayor, as town marshal, as 
town clerk. They made the munici¬ 
pal laws, and they enforced the muni¬ 
cipal laws to suit their own purposes. 

There was but one way they could 
be reached—through the state legis¬ 
lature. And the gamblers so organiz¬ 
ed the state legislature that they 
were able to block anti-racetrack 
gambling legislation. 

To this end, men in sympathy with 
racetrack gambling were placed on the 
Public Morals Committee of the State 
Senate. 

From the origin of the Senate Public 
Morals Committee in 1903, until 1911, 
when the state political machine was 
kicked out of control, Frank Levitt 
representing the Emeryville district, 
was a member of this committee. 
Senator Wolfe of San Francisco was 
also a member of the committee much 
of the time. Every bill dealing with 
a moral issue—and this of course in¬ 
cluded racetrack gambling—had to 
pass the scrunity of this committee. 
The committee when it got hold of an 
anti-gambling bill could defeat it by 
refusing to report it back to the Senate. 

in 1907, an anti-racetrack gambling 
bill introduced by Assemblyman John 
Eshelman of Berkeley passed the as¬ 
sembly. In the senate, the bill was 
referred to the Senate Public Morals 
Committee. The committee refused 
to return the bill to the senate. In 
this way, anti-gambling legislation 
was blocked at the 1907 session. 

The Emeryville scandal had become 
so great during the 1908 racing season, 
that public opinion compelled the 
1909 legislature to act. 

An anti-racetrack gambling bill 
again passed the assembly, and was 
again referred to the Senate Public 
Morals Committee. Public sentiment 
was such that the committee did not 
dare hold up the bill as it had done 
two years before. The committee 
returned the bill to the senate with the 
recommendation that it be denied 
passage. But in spite of this adverse 
recommendation, the senate passed 
the bill and it became a law. 

The Supreme Court found flaws in 
the 1909 statute, however. Takeing ad¬ 
vantage of these flaws, the gamblers 
resumed operations at Emeryville. 

The 1911 legislature, freed of ma¬ 
chine domination, cleansed the Senate 
Public Morals Committee of gam¬ 
blers’ domination, and passed the 
anti-racetrack gambling law now in 
force. This law is proof against tech* 
nical objection. 

So long as the 1911 law is on the 
statute books, racetrack gamblii-g 
cannot be safely followed in Califor¬ 
nia. 

To repeal this law, and make it im¬ 
possible for the legislature to enact 
another so effective, the gamblers have 
initiated the measure which the voters 
must pass upon in November. 

On the face of it, this gamblers'-ini- j 
tiated measure is to prohibit book 


making and pool selling. The real 
purpose of the measure is to legalize 
racetrack gambling, which is at pres¬ 
ent outlawed. 

And if enough voters can be mislead, 
the gamblers will succeed in their 
purpose. 


SUPERIOR COURT NOTES. 


— 

The San Bruno Lumber and Supply 
Co. has bronght suit in the Superior 
Court against the San Bruno Hall As¬ 
sociation to foreclose a mortgage 
amounting to $770.76. The property 
oil which the mortgage is to be fore¬ 
closed is the hall built by the associa¬ 
tion at San Bruno. Plaintiff also asks 
for interest from March 22, 1911, at 
the rate of 8 per cent per annum, the 
sum of $4.85 advanced for filing, etc. 
and attorney fees in the sum of $85. 

The South San Francisco Mill and 
Lumber Co. has commenced an ac¬ 
tion in the Superior Court against C. 
Bianchi to recover the sum of $425 due 
on a bill of exchange that was execu¬ 
ted on November 3, 1908. 

Superior Judge Buck granted an in¬ 
terlocutory decree of divorce to Chris¬ 
tina Washington from Geo. Washing¬ 
ton on the grounds of extreme cruelty. 


ALL KINDS OF KINDNESS 


The eminent French teacher, De 
Sailley, has said that when he began 
to teach kindness to animals in his 
schools, he found his pupils became 
not only kinder to animals, but also 
kinder to each other. Out of about 
seven thousand persons who were,, 
when children, carefully tanght kind¬ 
ness to animals, in a large public 
school at Edinburgh, it was found 
that not one had ever been charged 
with a criminal offence. 

“This teaching kindness to animals 
may seem a simple thing; but the 
more one looks into its merits the 
more penetrating this spiritualizing 
influence proves to be, causing a 
change of conduct, inspiring justice 
and compassion in the place of selfish¬ 
ness and cruelty; training the mind 
to apprehend, and the heart to sym¬ 
pathize with the needs of the lowly 
creatures who form the theoretical ob¬ 
ject lesson of such surpassing interest 
to the young; obviously the ‘protect¬ 
ing sympathy’ which a child may be 
taught to feel towards its helpless 
dumb companion, may in after years 
inspire the life of the philanthropist. 

“How much such teaching is needed 


; is demonstrated by the incredibly 
cruel deeds perpetrated by children of 
'even tender years, which call forth 
neither remonstrance nor refroof from 
parent or guardian.”—Miss G. Ken¬ 
dall. 

A teacher in Syracuse said: “No¬ 
thing ever helped me so much to 
manage these rough boys as teaching 
I kindness to animals.” In two large 
cities have “tough” districts been civi- 
! lized by the same means. Any teach¬ 
er can, in a weekly talk >f only five 
minutes, impress upon pupils the 
rights of animals and the duty and 
the advantage of kind methods in us¬ 
ing them. Why not do so? 

It is more a matter of character than 
of animals, and the chief object of 
schools should be to make good citi¬ 
zens.—Humane Press Burea.

The following com munication w as re¬ 
received by Dr. F. Holmes Smith from 
the State Railroad Commission in reply 
to a letter and a petition sent by him to 
that body, in reference to the railroad 
crossing at Sylvan avenue, San Bruno: 
Railroad Commission of the State of 

California. 

San Francisco, October 15, 1912. 

Dr, F. Holmes Smith, San Bruno, 
California—Dear Sir: This will ac¬ 
knowledge receipt of your favor of the 
12th inst., enclosing a largely signed 
petition requesting that this commis¬ 
sion permit the opening of Sylvan ave¬ 
nue in such a way that it will have to 
cross the tracks of the Southern Paci¬ 
fic Railway and the tracks of the In- 
terurban Electric Railway. 

I am sending you under cover a 
copy of the E’ublic Utilities Act, and 
call your attention to Section 45 there¬ 
of, which requires the consent of this 
commission, as you have been inform¬ 
ed, to all crossings of public highways 
over the tracks of railroads. 

I am also sending you, for your own 
information, a copy of the Rules of 
Practice and Procedure of this Com¬ 
mission, in order that you may know 
how this matter should be presented 
to this commission for its considera¬ 
tion. 

The board of supervisors of San 
Mateo county should file with this 
commission an application drawn 
up in accordance with the general 
provision of Rule IX, on page 12, 
drafted in accordance with the form 
prescribed on page 25 and containing 
the matter set forth in Rule X on page 
12. This application should be tiled, 
together with three copies thereof, and 
a map of the crossings to be made 
should be filed in triplicate. 

If at the time the board of supervi¬ 
sors filed this application some evi¬ 
dence of the consent of the railroads to 
these crossings is also filed, it is prob¬ 
able that this commission will be in a 
position to consider the applications ex 
parte without a hearing. Should the 
companies, however, be unwilling that 
these crossings be made, a hearing up¬ 
on this question will have to be held. 

We will be glad to give you any ad¬ 
ditional information which you may- 
desire, and will hold the petition 
which you have submitted pending 
the tiling by the board of supervisors 
of an application such as I have out¬ 
lined, and upon receipt of such appli¬ 
cation will attach your petition there¬ 
to.

ROOSEVELT LIVELY 
IN SPITE OF HURT 

Insanity Said tn Be in the 
Family of Assassin 

Theodore Roosevelt was not merely 
superficially wounded by the bullet 
fired into his breast in Milwaukee by 
John Schrank. A late bulletin at the 
Mercy Hospital, Chicago, which pro¬ 
hibited communication between the 
Colonel and persons other than those 
who are attending him, declared that 
“quietude is absolutely essential.” 
The physicians asserted, however, 
that it was not now necessary to 
probe for or remove the bullet. Even 
this action was thought undesirable, 
and the patient probably will be ket>t 
as quiet as his nature will allow for 
a few days. 

The bullet lies, as shown by the X- 
ray photographs brought from Mil¬ 
waukee by Dr. J. R. Jansson, and cor¬ 
roborated by others taken in Mercy 
Hospital, not far from the breast 
bone, on the right side, and probably 
five inches below the collar-bone. The 
missile did not get inside the ribs, but 
plowed upward and inward for five 
inches. 

Colonel Roosevelt was strong after 
the X-ray examination. He ordered a 
hearty breakfast of tea, bacon and 
eggs and toast, his customary morning 
fare, saying that he was hungry. 

John Schrank, who shot Theodore/ 
Roosevelt, did not follow the impulse 
of a moment when he attempted the 
life of the Progressive leader. He was 
obeying the mental tendency of three 
and perhaps more generations. His 
father, who died in Bavaria when he 
was a mere child, had long shown 
traces of insanity, and his grandfath¬ 
er, John Schrank the first, a. wealthy 
brewer of Edding, Bavaria, In the de¬ 
clining years of his life exhibited the 
same unsoundness of mind. John 
Schrank the third was considered by

his friends in New York to be erratic. 

Taking up a discussion of the case 
as viewed by him, the Milwaukee 
County Prosecutor declared that as 


far as surface indications went, 
Schrank was sane. He says: 

“It seems that there is method in 
his madness, when he selects for the 
scene of his crime a State where 
there is no capital punishment. The 
man presents none of the usual sur¬ 
face indications of insanity.” 

The State’s Attorney said he be¬ 
lieved Schrank had no accomplice or 
advisers in the crime and that the 
shooting of Colonel Roosevelt was the 
outgrowth of individual plans. 

Schrank is a curious study. His 
hands are small and well formed, and 
smooth, as though unused to toil. He 
talks fluently at times, using excellent 
English, but often stops abruptly and 
refuses to say a word until his chang¬ 
ing mood makes him talk once more. 
His appearance is that of an intelli 
gent man, and his large, clear eyes, 
which he held steadily upon his in¬ 
quisitors, did not seem like those of 
most men who are insane. 

The revolver which John Schrank 
used in his attempt on Colonel Roose¬ 
velt’s life is a deadly one of 38 cali¬ 
ber. It is ugly, large and shining in 
its newness. It is of a kind used ex¬ 
tensively in the army, and is made to 
“shoot to kill.” Schrank denied em¬ 
phatically that he had used poisoned 
bullets and said the chemical tests 
would reveal nothing of this nature. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


A get-together spirit has invaded 
the theatrical field of San Francisco, 
and the result has been the organiza¬ 
tion of one of the largest theatrical 
managers’ associations in existence 
outside of New York and Chicago. 

That convicts who are serving sec¬ 
ond terms in the San Quentin Slate 
penitentiary—“second termers,” so 
called—are not eligible to apply for 
parole, is the substance of an opinion 
handed down by Attorney-General 
Webb to Dennis M. Duffy, chairman 
of the Board of Prison Directors.

Recall petitions to oust Marshall 
Black as State Senator from the 
Twenty-eighth district are being 
placed in the hands of volunteer work¬ 
ers by tlie Republican County Central 
Committee. The committee will make 
a concerted effort to get the required 
signatures as soon as possible so that 
the recall election may be held and 
Black’s position filled before the meet¬ 
ing of the next Legislature. 

Mrs. Fanny Briggs Carr, famous for 
three years of most strenuous marital 
infelicity in the annals of Los Angeles 
courts, celebrated her divorce from 
Maurice Adrian King with a party and 
barbecue at the Viznaga ranch, Glen¬ 
dale, which she has recently acquired 
by an order of the court after It had 
been contested, physically and legally 
by King. The invited guests num¬ 
bered about 100. 

Eight persons escaped death as by 
a miracle when their big touring car 
ran off the edge of a high embank¬ 


ment’on the Altadena Mountain road, 
near Sierra Madre, and somersaulted 
to the bottom, pinning all of them un¬ 
der its wreckage. The top prevented 
any of them from being thrown out 
and they were taken from beneath the 
debris only with the assistance of a 
passer-by. Efforts to pull up the cat. 
again w6re useless. 

Members of the San Jose Woman’s 
Club, in charge of the forthcoming re¬ 
production on October 24th and 25th 
of the Stanford Junior opera of last 
year, ‘The Girl and the Voice,”’ an¬ 
nounce that costumes especially foi 
the piece have been ordered from San 
Francisco. It is no secret that a bit 
of trouble is expected when they ar¬ 
rive, for the directors, wishing to give 
as professional an appearance as pos¬ 
sible to the chorus, have ordered the 
dresses somewhat more abbreviated 
than is expected to meet with the ap¬ 
proval of many of the performers. 

Demanding that the Police Depart¬ 
ment close up the “red light’” district 
in San Diego within fifteen days, a 
communication has been sent to John 
L. Sehon, superintendent of the de¬ 
partment, by the Purity Union and the 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 
The letter to the police superinten¬ 
dent stated that the union was ready 
to provide for such women as the po¬ 
lice deemed worthy of assistance 
Funds for a big house to be built by 
the Door of Hope Society are being 
solicited, and it is proposed to place 
such women as desire assistance in 
this institution. 

The matter of the prevention of de¬ 
moralizing performances in Oakland 
motion picture theaters and shows will 
he taken up at the monthly open pub¬ 
lic meeting of the Child’s Welfare 
League. A demand for the enforce¬ 
ment of the 9 o’clock curfew law en¬ 
acted in 1881 and of late years com¬ 
paratively a dead letter, has been 
made by the Franklin School Mothers’ 
Club, which the Welfare League will 
discuss with a view* to joint action 
on the part of women’s organizations 
to secure the ringing of the fire bells 
at the curfew hour as an aid to the 
enforcement of the law'. 

A corner in the housemaid market 
was temporarily broken with the ar¬ 
rival in San Franc’seo of the Fran¬ 
conia from Liverpool and Queenstown. 
Four-filths cf the passengers were wo¬ 
men and girls, nearly all of whom had 
been in the United States before. Irish 
and Scottish and Swedish lassies 
thronged the second cabin and steer¬ 
age. In the latter section were 146S 
persons, of w'hom nearly 1100 were 
women or girls already engaged for 
domestic service or willing to accept 
situatiens. Most of them were radiant 
in the belief that good pay and two 
days off each week and no washing or 
scrubbing may be had for the asking. 


Four of the most desperate con ¬ 
victs in the Ohio penitentiary made a 
daring escape by sawing through the 
bars of a sewer manhole behind the 
prison hospital, dropping into the un¬ 
derground tunnel and working their 
way to the outlet of the sewer on the 
banka of the Scioto River. 


Quiet has been restored in the Wy¬ 
oming State Penitentiary at Rawlins, 
following the escape of from ten to 
thirty prisoners and a battle inside 
the walls between prison guards and 
an unknown number of armed con¬ 
victs. The mutinous prisoners have 
been subdued and locked in their cells
